Hon. Austen Chamberlain, 
government leader, said the present 
practice was for recommendation to 
be sent direct to the premier by the 
different government departments, 

Joseph Devlin, M.P. for Falls, Bel- 
fast, asked: “Will Mr. Chamberlain 
state what is charged for a baronetcy, 
and what price hag to be paid for a 
knighthood?” 

There was no answer to this ques- 
tion. 

Fort William, June 26—Following 
the election of Mrs. C, BE. Carmichael, 
of New Glasgow, N.S., provincial vice 
president for Nova Scotia as president.

Differences between the 
commons and senate arose over a 
couple of bills—one amending. the 
Canada temperance act in regard to 
the right of private individuals’ in 
British Columbia to Import. liquor and 
the other touching the cancellation of 
leases of-Dominion lands. . The senate 
amended the bills and the commons: 
declined to accept the senate amend- 
ments, 

Managers were appointed cf each 
house and there were protracted con- 
ferences, In the end the house ac- 
cepted the senate amendments to 
both bills. The commons managers 
proposed to make the exercise of im- 
port be British Columbia subject to 
approval be the legislature, but thls 
was rejected by the senate and the 
bill was accepted without the section 
giving the province control of imports. 
The bill regarding the cancellation of 
leases, as it. passed, contained. only 
two sections and merely validates the 
cancellation’ of leases, The section 
setting aside a reserve in the Smoky 
River region of Alberta was’ rejected 
previously by the commons and in 
this the senate concurred. 

During debate on this bill a protest 
against the assertion of the right of 
amendment of commons Dillg was en- 
tered by Lucien Canon, who declared 
amid Liberal and Progressive cheers, 
that the sooner there was senate re- 
form the better.

SIR HENRY WILSON 
WAS ASSASSINATED 
ON THURSDAY LAST 


London, June 25—Flely Marshal Sir 
Henry H. Wilson, one of England's 
most illustrious soldiers, who was 
chief of the Imperial staf? during the 
final stages of the world war, was as- 
sarsinated on the doorstep of his resi- 
dence in Eaton Place on Thursday af- 
fernoon by two young men who gave 
the names of James O'Brien and 
James Connolly, 

The assassins had Icilered about, 
waiting an hour for hig return from 
unvelling a memorial to th. men of 
the Great Eastern {tallway who fell 
in the war, When he alighted = from 
his automobile, Field Marshal Wilson 
walked up the steps, and the men 
fired several shots at him from close 
range, three of which took effect -one 
in the chest, one in the leg and the 
third In the wrist. The field marshal 
died before he could he taken into the 
house, -His horrified wife heard the 
shooting and rushed out, to: {ind her 
husband's * body, “dress in full tint: 
form, lying in a: pool of blood, 

“The assassins fled several hundred 
yards before their capture, with 
police and civilians purauing afoot 
and in motors. In the conrse of the 
running fight two of tie policemen 
and a chauffeur were wounded. The 
men were finally overpowered after 
a hard struggle, the police armed 
only with truncheons, showing great 
bravery in tackling men with formid- 
able army guns. The zrowd closed 
in.on them and would have beaten 
them or killed them but for the pro- 
tection afforded by the police. They 

were tuken to a nearby police station 
and later removed to Scotland yard. 

From an eye witness the following 
details were obtained, The assassins 
lay in walt outside the field marshal’s 
home and levelled their revolvers at 
him as he alighted from the car, With | 
the courage and presence of mind of 
a true soldier he drew his sword when 
he realized he was being attacked and 
was about to plunge it into one of 


hig assailants when a fusillade of bul-; 


lets from the second man laid him 
low. The gunmen dashed off followed 
by several infuriated citizens who had! 
witnessed the tragedy. Lady Wilson, 
hearing the shots, and cries of alarin, 
emerged from her sitting room and 
ran to her wounded husband's side. 
His sword lay by his side, his gloved 
hand still resting on the hilt. 
grasped his hand and raised his head, 

“He is dying, he is dying,” she cried 
frantically to the group of laborers re- 
palring a sidewalk in front of the 
house, “Isn’t there someone who can 
help?. Cannot someone bring a doc- 
tor?” 

The fleld marshal lay with no sign 
of life. Servants carried him into the 
house. His butler, a former soldier, 
felt his pulse and announced that he 
was dead. 

Lady Wilson knelt beside him and 
kissing him exclaimed, “Well, they 
haye done their cruel work at last. 
But you have died like a soldier, God 
will be merciful to you.” 

Meanwhile outside the house the 
assassins were trying desperately to 
escape. One of the workmen who had 
witnessed the shooting, grasped at a 
milk bottle, and struck one of the 
gunmen over the head, but he made 
off with his companion, 

After their capture the men were 
taken to the Gerald road police station 
where the taller of the two, apparent- 
ly the leader, lay on the floor owing 
to his injuries.

British Government's 
Irish Policy is Given 
Vote of Confidence 


London, June 26—After a debate 
which was not so heated as had. beon 
expected, the government tonight won 
a virtual vote of confidence on {ts 
Irish policy, when a “die-hard” motion 
proposed by Sir Frederick’ Banbury, 
Unionist, for a reduction of the chief 
secretary fur Ireland’s salary as an’ ex- 
pression of disadproval of the govern- 
ment’s policy, was defeated, 342 to 75, 

Winston Churchill, secretary for the 
colonies, In his statement on Irish af- 
fairs made {t clear that the Imperial 
government would expect the provis- 
fonal government, now that it had ge- 
cured the people’s mandate, to take 
the necessary steps to assert its com- 
plete authority, and with equal frank- 
ness emphasized that the British gov- 
ernment would not allow the coercion 
of Ulster by the south—in fact, that 
failure to observe the treaty would 
jmean the British government resum- 
ling complete freedom of action. 
Premier Lloyd George, ins a brief 
speech, winding up the debate, re- 
| peated the famillar arguments in sup- 
| port of the government policy, and he 
,contended that the Irish provisional 
government now had the people of 
| Ireland behind it, and what it did or 
failed to do would be the real test of 
whether {t was fit to govern. 

Loud cheers greeted the announced 
result of the vote, giving a substan- 
tial majority for the government,

SIX CENTS BUS. 


Ottawa, June 27—The railway rates 
reductions, according to notice given 
Saturday night, and the attitude of the 
Conservative party, caused a good deal 
of speculation, 

The most definite information avail- 
able as to the effects of the proposals 
of the committee concerns the rates 
on grain and flour from various wes- 
tern points to the head of the lakes. 
The reduction from the rates brought 
about by the odoption of the commit: 
tee’s report, will vary from three to 
ten cents per hundred pounds. Thus 
the present rate on wheat from Win- 
nipeg to Fort William {gs 17 cents per 
hundred pounds or 10.2 cents per bus- 
hel; under the reduction it will drop 
to 14 cents per hundred pounds, or 
8.4 cents a bushel. From Regina, the 
rate on wheat is now 
dred, or 17.4 cents per bushel. the 
reduced rate will be 20 cents per hun- 
dred or 12 cents a bushel. From Cal- 
gary, the present rate on wheat is 36 
cents per hundred pounds, or 21.6 per 
bushel; the reduced rate will be 26 
cents per hundred pounds or 15.6 cents 
per bushel. The rates under the com- 
mitte proposals are in almost all in- 
stances lower than the 20 per cent re- 
ductions on grain which were offered 
by the railways in the second propsal. 
The Winnipeg rates in the 20 per vant 
offer was one half cent lower than 
the Crow rate per hundred — pounds, 
but the rate from Regina would have 
been three cents higher, and the rate 
from Calgary also three cents higher. 

The reductions on basic commodi- 
ties which were offered by the rall- 
ways, in addition to the 20 per cent 
cut on grain rates, are not specifically 
included in the report of the special 
committee; but that whole question is 
referred to the railway commission. 
The same is true. of the reductions 
which the railways offered in grain 
rates westbound to the Pacific. ports. 
In view of the lack of facilities at the 
coast, these west bound rates-are not 
regarded by yestern members here as 
of major importance at the present 
time.

The Grasshoppers 

Campaigns agrainst. the grasshop- 
per are proving very effective in 
southern Alberta.

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Food Value of 
Dairy Products

Milk and dairy products generally Ge 


are of inestimable food yalue to: the 
thuman race, and their comparatively’ 
moderate cost make them accessible 
aot practically every one, Further than 
‘that, the products of the dairy add 
immensely to the*health of the coun- 
try. It is a question if the people of 
‘Canada sufficiently appreciate either 
‘the economic value of the‘dairy indus: 
try to the country at large, or. the 
food value of milk and {ts products to 
‘the idividual. In Britain “the: con- 
sumption of cheese per capita preatly 
excecds ours. In butter we do better, 
‘but in milk our consumption individ: 
nally has been shown to be one quar- 
‘ter of a pint compared with half a 
pint per head in the United States. 
Since the advent of prohibition, how- 
ever the United States consumption 
per capita hag increased to three quar- 
tery of a pint, and there ig evidence to 
show that Canadians are also taking 
A great deal more to the lacteal fluid 
than formerly. 


- The importance of milk in the-diet 
of both young and old is constantly 
being emphasized by the medical pro- 
fession. Malnutrition or undernour- 
ishment, it should be understood, {s 
not always the result of insufficient 
food, but frequently of unwisely and 
improperly chosen foods, This ig sup- 
ported by the fact that investigation 
has shown that a large percentage of 
under nourished children are the oft- 
‘spring of well to.do parents. The 
thoughtful mother will see that her 
children get plenty of milk from which 
to build a strong framework, develop 
mental capacity, and good health, Fu- 
ture happiness depends largely on 
these factors. 


Own Your 


Own. Home 


“A campaign that is worthy of sup- 
port, and one it is to be hoped will 
prove largely successful and be per- 
sisted in from year to year, is now 
in progress in quite a number of cities 
and is finding prominence in the news 
and advertising columns ofthe daily 
press, It.is a compaign of publicity 

,.to educate people as to the wisdom 
of taking ‘steps to acquire a home of 
their own instead of remaining “rent- 

ers" all their life. While such a cam- 
paign can probably be carried on 
more spectacularly and effectively in 
the larger centres of population, it is 
one that might well be extended to 
towns, villages and hamlets, and, what 
is of even greater importance to the 
strictly rural communities. 


Nothing is quite so well calculated to 
give stability to a nation us to have 
its citizens, to as great an extent as 
possible, the actual owners of the 
dwellings in which they reside. When 
a@ man or woman has a stake in his or 
her country, province, and local com- 
munity in the form of a piece of land 
owned by them and upon which they 
have established their home, certain 
very jesirable results follow. In the 
first place, such perscns are far less 
likely to be influenced by demagogic 
appeals of agitators designed to under- 
mine the stability o2 the stute ang to 
shake public confidence in national in- 
stitutions. The person with a fixed 
stake and interest in the country will 
giva second thought belora embarking 
on a rash enterprise, whereas penple 
having no such interest in the coun- 
try are more easily led astray by the 
provctional trouble maker, Gwner- 
ship of a home constitutes a powerful 
factor leading to permanence of popu- 
Jation. It is the man having no real 
interest In a community, as evidenc- 
ed by lack of his own home, who is 
here today and gone tomorrow. It is 
the renters of the world who are for- 
ever on the move and who because 
of a lack of a stake in a given com- 
munity will likely keep on moving and 
never amass anything. The family 
living in a rented house inevitably 
‘take less care of the property then 
would be the case if it was their own. 
They do not exert themselves to any- 
thing like the extent an ovner would 
to improve and beautify the property, 
with the result that communities 
where renters predominate do not pre- 
sent the same prosperous, s0-ahead 
appearance which marks a community 
of home owners. The incentive to 
steadily add to the value of the prop- 
erty ‘Is lacking; on the contrary, the 
opposite effect is too frequently noted 
because improvement of the property 
by the renter may easily result in a 
demand from the landlord for a high- 
er rental. 

What is true in the case of a resi- 
dent of a city or town is equally true 
of the renter farmer as compared with 
the farmer owner It is the renter who 
strives to get all he can out of the 
soil during the usually brief period 
of his sojourn on the land. He ts not 
concerned about the future, with the 
result that the land and buildings de- 
teriorate and the community, province 
and country suffer loss,

REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON 
RE-ESTABLISHMENT 


The report of Mr, Herbert Marler's 
committee on re-establishment prob- 
lems was submitted to the house of 
commons last week. The section deal- 
ing with the condition of soldier set- 
tlers on the land recommends exemp- 
tion from interest payments for per- 
fods varying from two to four years 
for settlers who went on the land prior 
to October last and extends the time 
for the payment of stock and equip- 
ment loans to 25 years. 

The sub-committee, of which Mr. 
Alfred Speakman is chairman, direct: 
ed the enquiry more particularly to 
the problems of the men actually es- 
tablished on the land who are endeay- 
oring to cope with the difficult prob- 
lems incident to the period of read- 
justment and the general adverse econ- 
omic situation common to agriculture 
generally,’ Under the act’ 21,391 men 
had. been granted loans ahd actually 
settled up to March 31, the amount of 
loans granted being $88,528,997. In 
the four years preceding. January 31, 
1922, 2352 soldiers, or less than 11 per 
cent, had abandoned their efforts. 
This number included 882 where aban- 
donment was due to the death or re- 
currence of war disability of the set- 
tler, so that the real failures amount- 
ed to not more than 1470, or 6 1-2 per 
cent of those settled by loans. There 
had been returned to the finance de- 
partment $11,885,781, the amount out- 
standing being about $76,000,000, 

“It would appear,” says the regort, 
“that owing to the general economic 
depression, which hag been particular- 
ly severe in the agricultural industry, 
there hag been a general deflation in 
the value of farm land, farm stock 
and farm equipment over the whole of 
Canada, It would also appear that the 
situation in agriculture, which was so 
difficult for experlenced farmers to 
cope with, presented even greater dif- 
ficulties to the soldier settler, who, 
having been established on land re- 
cently, was required to meet heavy 
payments each year.” 

The committee could not describe in 
exact terms the ‘extent of this defla- 
tion; it was only possible to estimate

"port continues, that the Soldier Settle- 


ment board wag exceedingly efficient, 
in supplying stock and equipment, and 
in fact the land also at exceedingly 
moderate figures. Lands which had 
come back into the hands of. the board 
had been sold at a greater price than 
was paid by the board therefor, but 
on this the soldier himself had paid 
ten-per cent of the value, The aver- 
age price paid by the board for live 
stock and equipment, although moder- 
ute at the time of purchase, would be 
higher than paid for the same live 
stock and equipment now. 

The following suggestions for re- 
lief were made to the committee: {a 
revaluation of the land, stock and eq- 
lve exemption of interest for a 
period of years; a reduction in the 
rate of interest, and an extension of 
time for the redemption of stock and 
fequipment loans, 

The situation, says the report, 
should be approached from two view- 
points. The first, that the State has 
involved a large amount of public 
‘funds which can only be repaid by 
keeping the settler on the land and 

Iby encouraging him in every reason- 
able manner; and, second, that it is 
| greatly in the interest of the state to 
have new land opened up and improv- 
ed or partly improved land developed 
agriculturally, Soldier settlers had 
brought under cultivation 600,000 acres 
of land hitherto raw and unproductive 
;and had therefore performed a work 
lot development of considerable propor- 
tions, . 

While believing that revaluation pre- 
sented difficulties almost insurmount- 
able, the committee states that some 
measure-of relief should be granted 
in consideration of the fact that the 
payments to be met are too heavy to 
permit of the settlers’ success, It 
recommends that stock and equipment 
loans be placed on the same basig as 
lonas for land purchase, namely, 25 
years, and that all loans be consolidat- 

!ed as of April 1,'1922. 

It is further recommended that set- 
tlers established prior to October Ist 
bé granted exemptions from interest 
payments for periods varying from 2 
to 4 years; the four years exemption 
to apply to the settler who went on 
the land prior to the first of October 
1919; the threo years to the settler 
who was established in the following 
year and the two years to the settler 
who was established in the twelve 
months prior to October 1, 1921. 

, The report also states that all the 
recommendations made by the 1921 
leommittee of the house were carried 
out by the soldier settlement board, 
none, however, involving any change 
in legislation,

A MEMORIAL TO A GREAT EXPLORER 
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Trading post and fort of Indian days, with stockade and bastions, to be erected on the 
‘shore of Lake Windermere, B.C,, near where David Thompson built Kootenai House, the 
first trading post established west of the Rockies. 


ENTION of the name of David 
Thompson would convey little 
meaning to the average Canadian, 
and yet no one did more in his day 
to open up new trade routes through 
the hitherto unknown defiles of the 
Canadian Rockies and to apply 
scientific map making to the geo- 
graphical exploration of the West. 
His day was over a hundred years 
ago, when the trade of the West 
was entirely a fur trade and almost 
entircly in the hands of two great 
Companies, the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, with headquarters in England, 
and the North-West Company, with 
headquarters. in Montreal, . David 
Thompson was a charity school boy 
who went out to Canada in 1784 
at the age of fourteen years to take 
service in the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany. Thirteen years later he join- 
ed the rival North-West Company, 
which offered him greater facilities 
for survey and exploration. The first 
trading post established by a white 
man West ‘of the Rockies in what is 
now known as British Columbia was 
erected by David Thompson, on_ the 
shores of Lake Windermere, in July, 
1807, and the opening up to civiliza- 
tion of the Columbia and Kootenay 
Rivers was largely due to his enter- 
prise during the succeeding years. 
All this time he was making sur- 
veys and supplying the foundation 
for the Government’ and_ railway 
maps of to-day. From 1816 to 1826 
he was engaged by the British Gov- 
ernment in surveying and defining 
the boundary line between Cannda 
and the United States from Lower 
Canada to the Lake of the, Woods. 
At the age of eighty-seven he died 
in poverty at Montreal, where his 
remains lie buried without a monu- 
ment in Mount Royal Cemetery. Yet 
go accurate were his records an 
surveys that when in 1857 the Can- 
adian Government desired to pub- 
lish a map of Western Canada, they 
had to fall back on the map made 
by David Thompson in 1813. 
While he wa8 engaged as a fur 
trader, says his biographer, Mr. J. 
B, Tyrrell, Thompson travelled more 
than 50,000 miles in. canoes, on 
horseback, and on foot through 
what was.then'an unmapped coun. 


try. His ambition was to determine 
and delineate the physical features 
of the whole of North-Western Am- 
erica, His surveys were not merely 
rough sketches, but were careful 
traverses made by a master in the 
art, short courses being taken with 
a magnetic compass, the variation 
of which was constantly determined, 
distances being estimated by the 
time taken to travel them, and the 
whole checked by numerous as- 
tronomical observations for latitude 
and longitude. 

“Typical of him," says Mr. Tyr- 

rell, “was his attitude towards the 
trading of spirituous liquors to the 
Indians, He was a strong opponent 
of the liquor traffic; and while he 
was in charge of the western posts 
no alcoholic liquors were allowed to 
be taken to them. The years in 
which Thompson was in the West 
were perhaps the period in which 
this debasing trade was at its worst. 
Rival companies were vying with 
each other for the furs; and cheap 
spirits were regarded by the traders 
as the most profitzble sort of barter. 
Such, however, was not Thompson’s 
view. He believed that the use of 
intoxicating liquor in trade was a 
short-sighted policy.” 
_ Asa tribute to the work of David 
Thompson, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany are co-operating in the erec- 
tion of a David Thompson Memorial 
Building on the shores of Lake 
Windermere, close to the site of the 
original trading post named Koo- 
tenai House which the explorer 
established in 1807. 

This building ‘will take the form 
of a Hudson's Bay Fort with stock- 
ades and bastions and will be used 
partly as a muscum for local Indian 
relics and antiquities, and partly as 
a recreation hall for Lake Winder- 
mere Camp, an attractive summer 
resort which has sprung up in that 
neighborhood. The formal opening 
of this memorial building is being 
arranged for September Ist, and 
will be accompanied by an Indian 
Pageant.

SUMMERFALLOW _

While no one questions the fact that 
summer fallowing will practically In- 
sure a crop the follawing year yet 
this practice has its  undestrable 
points as well. 

Probably the first drawback to the 
se of the summer fallow is its cost, 
Another ig the fact that it causes a 
serjous Joss of humus from the soil 
with the resultant danger of soil drift- 
ing. These disadvantages are so ser- 
yous that it is necessary to find sub- 
stitutes to replace the bare fallow. 

The first requisite of a summer fal- 
low substitute is that it produce the 
same result in preparing the land for 
grain crops tliat the fallow does with- 
out all its disadvantages. Intertilled 
crops have a great many of the ad- 
vantages of the fallow in the prepara- 
tion of the ground for crop, and, while 
they do not entirely eliminate its dis- 
advantages, yet do:so to a large ex- 
tent. 

The nuinber of crops which may be 
considered intertilled crops has been 
considerably increased by the plan of 


: sowing small graing and similar crops 


in double or triple row groups with 


' wide spacing between ‘the groups of 


rows. 

Corn is one ‘of the intertilled crops 
*Whiith has ‘proven its .value as a sum- 
mier fallow substitute, It can be sue- 
wessfully grown over «a considerable 
ares of the west and experiments car- 
ried on over a number of years hyve 
proved conclusively that, in districts 
of fair rainfall, wheat will yield fully 
as well, if not better, after corn than 
safter bare fallow. Corn also possess- 
exs the added advantage that it makes 
vexcellent growth on stubble land, par- 
ticularly if the land has been fall plow-

sity imply a reflection on the con- 
dition of the roads in these states, It 
may mean, that’ they, like Saskatchew- 
an, have not. been supplied with ma- 
terial from which broken stone or oth- 
er hard road material can be obtained 
within their boundaries, and that they 
are obliged to make the best of the 
clay, sand and gravel which is found 
commercially available for road. con- 
struction purposes, We know that 
some states have used this inferior 
road building material to good pur- 
pose. If in addition to belng known 
as earth drag state, it will have gone 
a long way towards removing any re- 
proach which the former term may 
imply. 

“Saskatchewan is an earth road 
province, and the same may be suid 
probably of the provinces of Manitoba, 
and Alberta, for although it would Le 
rashness for anyone to state that some 
time in the future these provinces 
may not be served by main roads sur: 
faced with some form of durable road 
face metal we have to face the fact 
that there is not at present available 
material from which to obtain broken 
stone with which to build hard gsur- 
faced roads. This material has been 
shipped into Saskatchewan for use in 
There is also 
a possibility that it may be obtained 
from the rock deposits which occur in 
the northern parts of, the province 
when railroad ‘facilities make its 
transportation possible, The cost of 
this material at present makes its use 
prohibitive for any extensive prgram 
of improvement of our rural roads. 
The same may be said of the relative- 
ly small amount which can be obtain- 
ed from field stone, 

We sometimes indulge in speculation 
as to whether or not some process of 
treatment may not be devised by 
which our prairle clays and, gumbo 
be converted into a material. which 
may be used as a substitute for the 
broken stone, slag or other hard dur- 
able road surfacing material used in 
other countries. It is pointed out that ' 
it took many pears of patient labor 
and experimenting to demonstrate that 
the soll of the northwest would pro- 
duce’ “crops. ~ Many “of us’ remember 
certain. sections of the west which 
were looked upon as barren wastes, 
hopeless from. an agricultural point of ; 
view. 

“Through the hard work, persever- 
ance and intelligence of the earliest 
settlers all difficulties have to a 
large extent been overcome and it 
hag been demonstrated that the mud 
of the prairie west could be so treated 
as to be converted into the very best 
of farm lands. is reasoned then 
that there are grounds to hope that 
the road builder may in a similar 
manner work out his own salvation, 
and in time evolve ways and means 
of converting prairie soils into ser- 
viceable road material. Certain char- 
acteyistics of our gumbo soils it must 
be admitted are such as to lend en- 
couragement to this optimistic out- 
look. If you examine the surface of 
some of the unpaved roads in the vic- 
inity of Regina a few hours after a 
rain, when the surface has dried out 
sufficiently to have lost its stickiness 
but {s still plastic, it will be found 
that portions of the surface which 
have been rolled out and compressed 
by heavy motor tires have been con- 
verted into a material which in that 
state would make a good road surface, 

“It ig so hard it will take a polish, 
as tough as leather, and so dense that 
one would expect it to be waterproof, 
As it dries out under the rolling of 
traffic these properties increase, If 
we could devise some means of fixing 
it in this condition it might be util- 
ized as serviceable road metal, But 
we know only too well what happens 
to it the next time it rains. 

“Methods of burning clayey roads 
have been tried in the construction of 
‘purnt clay roads.’ This has met with 
more or less success in districts 
where fuel is plentifu land cheap, but 
this treatment does not promise suc- 
cess in western Canade whbre fuel is 
scarce. 

“We do not wish to dampen the 
‘enthusiasm of the optimistic or even 
the dreamer; on the contrary these 
should be encouraged, but in the 
meantime it does not seem wise that 
we shovld defer our hopes of proyid- 
ing the prairie provinces with service- 
able roads until,some genius hag evol- 
ved some magical process of transmu-; 
ting prairie mud into hard road metal.
